After  the  coroner  had  drawn  attention  to 
the  number  of  elderly  pedestrians  killed  in 
Vancouver  and  Victoria  traffic  this  year, 
the  jury  recommended  that  “some  steps  be 
taken"  to  have  old  people  and  children 
wear  luminous  armband.s  while  walking  at 
night.  The  idea  behind  this  la  good,  but 
any  suggestion  that  it  should  be  put  into 
effect  by  gompul.slon  la  not. 

It  would  be  carrying  regulation  of  the 
public  altogether  too  fy-tor  any  authority 


jlVf*S 

to  lay  down  laws  as  to  what  people  should 
wear  To  carry  weight  such  a regulation 
would  have  to  contain  a penal  clause,  and 
the  police  would  have  to  enforce  it.  It  ts 
doubtful  If  anyone  would  care  to  see  elder- 
ly people  chivvied  about  by  policemen, 
brought  into  court  and  ordered  to  pay  fines 
they  could  ill  afford.  Just  becau.se  they  for 
got  to  don  armbands  before  venturing  forth 
at  night.  A.s  for  children,  any  parent  know! 
how  long  their  armbands  would  remain 
effective. 

This  cerlalnly  does  not  alter  the  fact, 
however,  that  any  pedestrian  elderly  or 
otherwise  who  uses  the  streets  after  dark. 
particulSLTly  In  bad  weather,  is  extremely 
foolish  not  to  wear  or  carry  something 
white  or  luminous  to  catch  the  lighU  of 
traffic.  There  are  times  when  the  most  care- 
ful driver  is  given  no  chance  to  dodge  the 
dark-clad  pedestrian  scurrying  across  the 
street  in  the  rain.  Encouraged  on  a volun- 
tary basis,  the  wearing  of  armbands  might 
save  many  tragic  accidents.
